Following a long discussion rela­ 
tive to the use of the flusher on the 
paved streets

months, the city council sitting as 
the hoard of public works voted last 
night to put the machine in operation

The matter of putting the ilusherj 
in use during the coming summer was 
presented to the council by C. D. B ill­ 
ings, chairman of a committee rep­ 
resenting t’ * < ;i mber of Commerce.

carrying 260 
signatures of 
business men and residents along the • 
improved streets was tiled with the 
Chamber of Commerce.

The petition was 
the result of the work of J. F. Tun- j* 
ley who has felt for several years 
that the flasher ought to be used.

compiled by tlie Chamber of Com­ 
merce committee relative to the cost 
j f operating 
the flusher. 
It was 
proposed that the twelve blocks on 
the business district be flushed once 
a day and that the residential streets 
be flushed twice a week. 
The com­ 
mittee figured 
that »this 
would re­ 
quire about 37 8 ,000 gallons of water 
a month. Based on a larger consump­ 
tion of 400,000 gallons per month, 
the committee estimated the cost of 
the water at $47 .20. 
It was further 
pointed out that tjie ilusher would 
not he needed 
immediately 
alter 
heavy rains so that the estimated 
«•ost would be reduced to some ex­ 
tent. 
The committee thought that 
the Ilusher could be maintained for 
about $100 a month. 


Ireland suggested that the driver 
md team would cost $4.50 a day and 
that the estimated expense was too 
low. 
Mr Billings said that the com­ 


mittee hUct understood that the city’s 
team would be used for the work

sion when the health of the public 
demanded the expenditure. 
The matter
